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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-25, 28-46, 49-66 69-72 have been canceled. Claims 26, 27, 47, 48, 67 and 68 have been 
amended. Currently, claims 26, 27, 47, 48, 67, 68, 73-78 are under Examination. The Examiner 
has renumbered the said active claims as claims 1 to 12. 

Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants claim: 

• In re-numbered claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 9 and 11a series pharmaceutical compositions as 
described on such claims. 

• In re-numbered claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 10 and 12, methods comprising the claimed 
compositions as described in the said claims. 

No prior art disclosing or suggesting the claimed compounds was found in the prior art. The 
closest art relevant to Applicant's instant invention was found in: 

• Baker et al, CA (chemical Abstract) 1 26:5975 1 abstract for WO 963465 1 ( 1 997) 

• Shono et al CA 1 12:206735 abstract for JP 01222078 (1990) and 

• Tian et al, CA 121:421 16 abstract for Zhongguo Huanjing Kexue (1994). 

Baker discloses the preparation of analogs of squalene synthetase and protein famesyl transferase 
inhibitors. Among the compounds disclosed by Baker is benzenepropanoic acid 4-phenoxv, 
methyl ester, which has a registry number 185051-02-9 . 

Shono discloses benzeneacetic acid alpha-methyl-4-phenoxy methyl ester, having a Registry 
number 126934-95-0 . 

Tian discloses benzene- l-ethyl-4-phenoxy, with a registry number 36207-23-5. 
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The cited references however, do not disclose or suggest the instant invention since they do not 
disclose or suggest pharmaceutical compositions or methods directed to 

• Decrease sugar levels in the blood or 

• Lower the serum triglycerides or 

• Lower the blood pressure.
